This bibliography has been compiled 
in hopes of improving the dissemina- 
tion of information in linguistics. The 
entries which appear belcw resulted 
from responses to questionnaires sent 
out during the past year. We made 
most 01 our inquiries at institutions 
within the United States, and so have 
only a very incomplete sampling from 
other countries. The Center for Ap- 
plied Linguistics plans to do an update 
to this bibliography some time in the 
fall and would welcome comments 
from readers, especially as '.o any 
additions they would care to suggest. 

The dissemination of information in 
linguistics t^kes place in many ways, 
and the publication of books, reviews, 
and articles is only one of these. It is 
often pointed out that ^.he time lag 
between conception of an idea and its 
publication, even in the best of circum- 
stances, sometimes rr.nders such an 
idea obsolete by the time it reaches 
print. To illustrate how much ideas 
travel by means other than publica- 
tion, one need only point to the sense 
cf isolation that can be felt by lin- 
guists who do not have many other 
linguists to talk uvith, even when the^' 
receive all the relevant )ournals and 
have an excr^llent library at their 
disposal. An enormou^ amount of com- 
munication takes place by word of 
mouth One eminent linguist recently 
remarked that he has on the order of 
fifteen to twenty articles to finish 
which so far have been presented to 
the publ^x only through oral presenta- 
tions at conferences and meetings held 
during l e past few years. The summer 
institutes of ^e Linguistic Society of 
America have served as an excellent 
forurn for the presentation of ongoing 
work, but the decrease in funds avail- 
able for travel by students and faculty 
to such institutes and other meetings 
YiM dealt a severe blow to the dis- 
f emination of lingaistic information. 

It is m this context that working 
papers render an extremely useful 
service. Important research results 
which have gotten to the stage of being 



written up. bu: which, for one reason 
or another, the author deems incom- 
plete or uncertain enough for formal 
publicatron. can be made available to 
others in the profession through the 
media of working papers. In most 
cases, working papers are reproduced 
by mimeograph or by an inexpensive 
oifset process, thereby allowing for 
I'airly rapid dissemination. The major 
drawback is that \hey tend to be cir- 
culaled only to the best known lin- 
guiSiics departments and to individuals 
and groups with whom the authors and 
editors have personal acquaintance. 
Copies are usually available, however, 
to those who request them, but one has 
to be aware of their availability in the 
first place. This bibliography is meant 
to remedy that situation.
